GEORGIAN MAKES A VIGOROUS SPEECH 


The Louisianian’s Resolution Was 
Adopted in the Senate by a Vote 
of 22 to 26—Bacon and Clay 
Both Voting Against It 
on Principle.

Washington, February 14.—(Specia!.)—The 
senate this afternoon passed the McEnery 
resolution, declining to accept the Bacon 
resolution as a substitute by a vote of 30 
to 29. 
vice president to decide the fate of Sen- 
ator Bacon’s substitute, the senate being a 
tie on the proposition. 

Senator Bacon made a strong and hard 
fight for the adoption of the declaration of 
this government's purpose as set forth in 
the resolution which he introduced, and 
the vote it received was largely due to his 
able presentation of the case 

He figured very prominently in the day’s 
debate. Both he and Senator Clay voted 
against the McEnery resolution, although 
they both voted for the Bacon substitute, 
their opposition to the McEnery resolution 
being due to their belief that these resolu- 
tions mean practically nothing. 

The voting wa preceded by three hours 
and a half of debate, the senate having con- 
vened at il a.m. in order to admit of 
discussion on the resolution. The resolu- 
tlon under consideration reads as follows: 


That by the ratification of the treaty 


of peace with fw it is not intended, . 

‘to Tnssrpetete brtahts of the” 
ine ‘ganda into citizenship of 
nited States, nor is it intended to 
peer ‘ly annex said islands as an 
ntegrai part of the territory of the 
United States, but it is the intention of 
the. United States to establish on said 
isiands a government suitable to tho 
Wants and conditions of the inhabitants 
of maid isiand to. prove them for local 
self-government, and in @ue time make 
such disposition of said islands as will 
best promote the interests of the citi- 
zens of the United States and the inhab- 

itants of said islands. 


Mr. Stewart first took the floor to speak 
fn opposition. He expressed the hope that 
whatever the United States might do, it 
would not follow the policy indicated by 
the resolution. This country was under no 
obligation to go to the expense of estal- 
lishing a government for the islands, the 
United States were not in the business of 
capturing countries, educating their peo- 
ple and then selling them. 

On the contrary, he thought we should 
hold the Philippines. and thus render the 
United States independent vf other coun- 
tries In the production of tropical! products, 
which must otherwise be a source of great 
expense. Now it costs $250,000,000 to secure 
these products. Why not, therefore, hold 
these islands and produce our own fruits, 
sugars, etc. 

Mr. Lindsay also expressed the hope that 
the time was inauspicious tor the adoption 
of any resolution: bearing upon the subject 
of the goverinment of the Philippines, Lut 
said if any expression was to be given it 
should be clear and distinct and unmistak- 
able in terms. Mr. Lindsay offered a sub- 
stitute, reciting that the acquisition of the 
territory carried with it no constitutional 
obligation to add it to the union as states, 
and gave notice that he would ask the sen- 
ate to vote upon his resolution as soon as 
the senate had voted on the McEnery reso- 
lution. 

Bacon Opposes Resolution. 

Mr. Bacon, of. Georgia, then addressed 
the senate in opposition , to the McEnery 
resolution. 


He maintained that the resolution 
meant nothing favorable to the Fili- 
nos. It did not look to the future free- 
om and -self-zovernment of the Filipi- 
nos. He regarded it as simply a declara- 
tion that while the Filipinos were sub- 
ects of this country, they could never 
me citizens of the United States.

FIGHT FOR THE WATER WAY 


Catnon Makes Four Points of Order 
Agalnst Considering the Bill 


PARTY LEADERS DID NOT CONTROL 


The Illinois Member Declared There 
Was No Law To Be Found witha 
Microscope on Which To Base 
the Appropriation for 
the Construction. 


Washington, February 14.—The Nicaragua 
canal bill was offered in the house this af- 
ternoon as an amendment to the sundry 
civil appropriation bill by Mr. Hepburn, of 
Iowa, chairman of the committee that re- 
ported it, and the leaders on the respective 
sides are engaged in a desperate struggle 
which involves the fate of the measure at 
this session of congress. 

After Mr, Cannon, chairman of the com- 
mittee on appropriations, served notice last 
week that there was no time for the con- 
sideration of the canal bill at this session, 
the supporters of the measure determined 
to force it on to the sundry civil bill as a 
rider if possible. ; 

As soon ag it was offered this afternoon 
Mr. Cannon made four points vf order 
against it and one of the most interesting 
parliamentary contests of the session was 
on. As a rule the appeals of the house 
leaders are able to hold the members in 
line, but strong arguments were adduced in 
support of the pertinency of the amend- 
ment and besides the bill has strong friends 
on both sides of the chamber, who are 
seemingly ready to adopt any expedient to 


The debate on the points of order iaated 
two houfs and was not concluded. It seems 
to be a foregone conclusion that the chair- 


man of the committee of the whole, Mr. 


Hopkins, of I!inois, will sustain the points 
of order, so that the real test will come up 
on the question of overruling the chair. 
Should the chair be overruled there is no 
doubt that the amendment will command a 
majority of votes. 

About twenty pages of the bill were dis- 
posed of today. No important amendments 
were adopted, 


Wheeler To Fight Appropriation. 


| 


Mr. Wheeler, democrat, Kentucky, in the | 


course of some remarks opening the discus- 
sion in opposition to expansion, served no- 
tice that he proposed to vote against the 
$20,000,000 approprigtion to be paid Spain. 

Mr. Bailey, democrat, of Texas, reminded 
Mr. Wheeler that the president and senate 
constituted the treaty-making power and 
the house must acquiesce in their action. 

Mr. Wheeler declared that the treaty- 
making power had no right to bind the 
house. He declared that the judgment of 
history would reprcach us for slaughtering 
the Filipinos. 

Mr. Williams, democrat, of Mississippi, 
argued that the house had no right to ques- 
tion a treaty made or to repudiate treaty 
obligations. 


Mr. McRae, democrat, of Arkansas, gave 
notice that he would offer an amendment 
to the appropriation of $20,000,000 declaring 
it to be the policy of the government not 
to annex the Philippines. 

Mr. Corliss, republican, of Michigan, offer- 
ed as an amendment, his bill for the con- 
struction of a Pacific cable by the govern- 
ment. He called attention to the extreme 
urgency for direct cable communication 
with Hawali and the Philippines, and to the 
‘president’s special message the other Cay 
urging immediate legislation for th's pur- 
pose. 

A point of order was made «gainst the 
amendment, which the chair sustained, and 
the amendment was ruled out. 

Upon reaching the page containing the 
caption “‘deep water ways commissions,” 
Mr. Hepburn, republican, of Iowa, chair- 
man of the interstate commerce commis- 
sion, offered as an amendment, the Nicara- 
gua canal bill reported by his committee. 


Cannon Raises Points of Order. 

Mr. Cannon, chairman of the appropria- 
tions committee, immediately raised four 
distinct points of order against it: 

Fiest, that it was not germane: secona, 
that it was directly obnoxieus to cule 
twenty-one; third, that it violated the rule 
requiring that appropriations in general 
appropriations bills should be used by law, 
and fourth, that it was not in continuation 
of work authorized by law. 

This opened up a long parliamentary = 
bate upon the point of order, 

Mr. Hepburn argued that the aibiatienint 
was germane and that it violated no rule. 
He contended that the two surveys niade

Mr. Cannon in reply said that he would 
not consider the wisdom of the canal. It 
was the law which should be' consilered 
and there was not a microscope in the uni- 


verse big enough to find a shred of law 


upon which to base this appropration. Per- 
sonally, he announced himself in favor of 
the construction of the canal, under proper 
safeguards and conditions, 

Bailey Suggests Unanimous Consent. 

Mr. Bailey suggested that if there was a 
question as to whether the amendment was 
in order upon the Dill, that the house 
agree to give unanimous consent to make 
the canal bill a special order immediately 
after the dispoal of the sundry civil bill. 

Mr. Cannon pointed out in response how 
a majority of the house, if so disposed, 
could tomorrow go into committee of the 
whole and consider the canal bill on its 
merits. 

The attempt to get a rider up on a sup- 
ply bill that must pass, he declared, led 
to bad and sometimes fraudulent legisla- 
iton; often both. 

Mr. Cannon was excedingly earnest and 
vigorous in his appeal to members not to 
be carried off their feet. Impressively, he 
recalled the scandals in connection with 
the building of the Pacific railroads and 
pleaded with the house not to dishonor it- 
self’ by crushing down a rule that had 
stood for 110 years as a safeguard to legis- 
lation. There were some things that could 
not be done with impunity. 

Without concluding the debate upon the 
point of order, the committee rose. The 
army appropriation bill was reported by 
Mr. Hull, who gave notice that he would 
call it up at the eariiest opportunity. 

At 6:15 the house adjourned. 


NEW ORLEANS MAN MAY GET JOB 


Glenn and Shelby Have New Opposi- 
tion Coming from Louisiana. 

Washington, February 14.—(Special.)—A 
well-known republican lawyer of New Or- 
leans named Grant is being groomed as a 
dark horse candidate for the circuit judge- 
ship, and the Louisiana men seem ,to be- 
lieve he has a chance to win. They have 
presented his name on the theory that if 
Judge Pardee should be charged up against 
Georgia, New Orleans will then be enti- 
tled to the place. 

There are no other developments in the 
judgeship situation. The Pardee business 
is still figuring strongly in the case, and 
may yet stand in the way of both Glenn 
and Shelby, for if Judge Pardee is declared 
to be a Georgia judge, Louisiana will claim 
the appointment with a good show of get- 
ting it. OHL.

Two Hundred Kentuckians Make Life 
Interesting for Railroad Men.

cars and tore out many of the upholstered 
seats, throwing them out of the windows. 

The trainmen could do nothing with them. 
No casualties had o¢curred up to the time 
they left this city.

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The rise in the temperature yesterday 
was as rapid as the sudden decline of 
Sunday and Monday. 

Yestérday’ morning at 7 o’clock the ther- 
mometer stood at 3% degrees above zero 
and the. wind. was blowing with sufficient 
velocity ‘to make the cold still very se- 
vere. At 20 ‘clock in the afternoon the sun 


was shining brightly and .an examination 
-of the official- thermometer. showed that the 
temperature had reversed its antics of the 
day previous and had jumped upward twen- 
ty degrees. Until 6 o'clock the upward 


thermometer indicated 31 degrqes—its high- 
est point during the day. From that hour 
it went down with: reluctance; it was evi- 
dently tired of its enforced activity. 

The official forecast from Washington for 
Georgia, South Carolina and Alabama for 
today indicates fair weather and a rising 
temperature. There can be no possible 
doubt but that this cold wave has re- 
ceived its quietus, and from today on in- 
creasing warm weather may be expected. 

Yesterday Forecaster Marbury said, in 
speaking of the blizzard: 

‘“Mhe cold wave we have just experienced 
is probably the most remarkable in the his- 
tory of the country—certainly the severest 
that has been experienced since the es- 
tablishment of the weather bureau. The 
traditional ‘‘cold Friday”’ that has been re- 
fered to so often in the past few days has 
been, I think, exaggerated. I don’t doubt 
that it was a very cold day, nor do I doubt 
that those who remember It are sincere in 
the belief that it was equally as cold as 
yesterday. The perspective of intervening 
years almost invariably tends to magnify 
events. 

‘When the thermometer first began to in- 
dicate a rapidly falling temperature, I sup- 
posed that zero might possibly be reached. 
from my previous experience of this part 
of the country, I had no idea 8% degrees 
below zero was possible. 

“It is safe to say that Atlanta and the 
south generally will not soon experience 
another spell of weather that anywhere 
near approaches that of the past few 
days.”’ 

Although the temperature was sufficiently 
low yesterday to be considered cold under 
ordinary circumstances, the contrast be- 
tween the two preceding days was so great 
that no one thought of its being cold. By 
10 o’clock the snow had ceased to be an 
inspiration for poetic effusions—the sun’s 
rays had begun to melt it and streams of 
muddy water were running down the strets. 
Toward night this water began to freeze 
once more, but from present indications, the 


| snow will be ail but gone by tonight. 


The storm center of the country yester- 
day was in Tennessee, and in the eastern 
part of the state zero weather prevailed 
in several places.

vOT AN AMERICAN WAS. IJURED 


Situation at Iloilo in the Grasp of 
Troops, Who Have Taken Up -..ong 
Fortification Near the Town 
“Formally Used by the 
Filipinos. 


Manila, February 14, 10:50 a. m.—Particu- 
lars of the capture of Iloilo by the United 
States forces under Brigadier General M. 
PD. Miller, on Saturday last, have been re- 
ceived here. 

On the morning of Friday, February 10th, 
General Miller sent an ultimatum to the 
commander of the rebels on shore, notify- 
ing him that it was his intention to take 
Iloilo by force if necessary. Non-combat- 
ants were warned to leave the town within 
twenty-four hours. The rebels were also 
warned that they must make no further 
belligerent preparations. 

The gunboat Petrel was then moved to a 
position close in shore and near the rebel 
forts, while the cruiser Boston took up 
her station at the other end of the town. 

Friday passed quietly. During the day 
many refugees left the town of Iloilo. The 
majority of them were taken on board for- 
eign ships lying in the harbor. _ 

Searchlights from the United States war- 


| ships were kept all night long illuminating 


the town and its defenses. The rebels, so 
far as the lookouts on the ships could dis- 
cover, remained quiescent throughout the 
night. At 8 o’clock on the morning of 
Sunday, February llth, the gunboat Petrel 
signaled to the erpiser Boston that the reb- 
els were working in their trenches. In re- 
turn the#etrel was ordered to fire warning 
shots upon the town from ‘her three-pound- 
ers, e 

This was done and the rebels replied with 
& harmless fusilade. The Boston and Petrel 


then Lombarded the rebels’ trenches, com- 


pietély clearing them of their occupants in 
avery short time, P 
Marines Take. Iloilo. 


Soon after the bombardment began flames 


l broke out simultaneously in various parts 


of the town. Thereupon forty-eight ma- 
rines, acting as infantry and artillery, were 
landed from the Boston, and a company 
was sent ashore from the Petrel. 

The detachments marched ‘straight 
into the town of Iioflo and, hoisting the 
Stars and Stripes over the fort, took 
possession of the place in the name of 
the United States. 

The capture of the town and its defenses 
having been accomplished, the marfines 
who has been sent ashore proceeded to 
save the American, English and German 
consulates from destruction by the fire 
which was raging from the inflammable 
buildings of the town. The Swiss consul’s 
residence, which was in the same. row as 
the consulates named, was burned. The 
entire Chinese and native sections of the 
town were destroyed, but foreign mercan- 
the property escaped with slight danfage. 

There was some desultory firing by the 
enemy ip and out of Iloilo, but not a single 
American ‘was injured. General “Miller's 
force had complete contro] of the situation 
when the Petrel sailed from Iloilo for Ma- 
nila. The Sixth United States artillery 
and regiment occupied a position command- 
ing both the bridges leading into the town 
and the Tennessee volunteers and the Eigh- 
teenth United Stategfifantry were occu- 
pying the trenches that had been construct- 
ed by the rebels.

Havana, February 14.—Brigadier General 
George R. Ernest, of Major General 
Brooke’s staff, has completed the examina- 
tion of between 800,000 and 900,000 rations of 
beef in the army storehouses.

Twenty Men of the Third Regiment Go 
to Cuba To Join Colonel Berner. 


THEY SAIL ON THE MANITOBA TODAY 


Six Troops of the Second Regular Cav- 
alry Will Go on the Transport 
with Georgians. 


Savannah, Ga., February 14.—(Special.)— 
About twenty men belonging to the Third 
Georgia regiment will leave Savannah to- 
morrow noon on the transport Manitoba 
for Havana, from where they will go to 
Puerto Principe province to join their com- 
mand. They are the men who were left 
behind when the regiment sailed for Nue- 
vitas just a month ago today. The 
majority of them were left in the Third 
Georgia hospital here, afterwards known 
as the field hospital, which was in charge 
of Lieutenant S. T. Harris, of Carrollton, 
assistant surgeon in the Third Georgia. 

Being left in charge of the field hospital, 
Lieutenant Harris had under him men from 
all the commands which passed through 
Savennah on their way to Cuba. He has 
had cases of everything from pneumonia 
of the worst sort down the list, in all more 
than 100 patients and has not lost a single 
case. Tonight ‘he sent the remaining seven 


men in his hospital to St. Joseph’s infirm- . 


ary here and will leave with the others 
on the Manitoba. The only Third Georgia 
men who are left behind are Privates 
Littlefield and Wilcox, and they are just 
recovering from pneumonia, 

Some twenty of the men were accident- 
ally left when the regiment sailed, but 
they reported afterwards to provost head- 
quarters and will not be classed as de- 
serters. 

The Manitoba will also carry to Havana 
six troops of the Second regular cavalry.

A COMPLETE WRECK 


Ship Lies Broken in Halves Near Hilten 
Head Island, §. €. 


TWO LIFE BOATS STILL MISSING 


Steamer Clifton Picks Up One Boat i 


with Occupants in Pitiable Condition. 


OFFICERS FEET ARE FROZEN STIFF 


Sailor Green Is Said To Be the Hero of 
the Wreck—Saves eifairing 
from Suici7e. 


Savannah Ga., February 14.—The steam- 
ship William Lawrence, of the Merchants 
and Miners’ Trangportation Company’s line 
between Baltimore and Savannah, is a to- 
tal wreck off Hilton Head Island, S. C., 
near Port Royal bar. 

She went ashore there SaturGay morn- 
ing while in a helpless condition irom storm 
damages, as told in these dispatches last 
night. The crew stood by her for nearly 
twenty-four hours, When tie ship began 
to break up, Captain ‘Willis gave the or- 
der to take to the boats. The sea was 
running very high, a gale was blowing and 
it was bitterly cold. The captain was the 
last man to leave the ship, and it is said 
that he chose the poorest of the boats. 

Boat No. 1, in charge of Second Assistant 
Engineer Morrissett, with seven men, made 
Paris Island on Sunday morning, where the 
government naval station is situated. From 
that point a telephone message was sent 
to Port Royal and a telegram to the Sa- 


vannah agent, reporting the loss of the 


ship. The names of those saved with ‘Mor- 


rissett were given last night. 

Boat No. 2, in charge of Second Officer 
R. A. Beale, contained, besides Beale, 
Chief Engineer Roach, Steward Frank 


Dingle, First-Cook Harry Kelly. Quarter- 
master Oscar Bowler and Seamen Jack 
(Montgomery and Charles L. Green. These 
undetwent a most terrible experience. 
They found it impossible to make land, 
and as darkness fell on Sufffay night, the 
cold became more and more intense. They 
were benumbed, wet, hungry and exhaust- 
ed. The freezing spray was driven al- 
most through them by the piping wind. 
By a lucky accident they located the 
sea buoy off the Port Royal bar, and by 
almost superhuman effort managed to 
catch on to it. ‘They made fast to the 
buoy, where they spent the night and 
where they were found Monday morning 
by Pilot Boat No. 2, of Port Royal, and 


taken aboard. 
Two Boats Still Missing. 

Boats No. $. under First Mate L. E. 
Hooper, and No, 4, under Captain Willie, 
are still anissing, with fourteen men. In 
Hooper’s boat is First Mngineer L. E. 
Harper, and in the captain’s boat is Quar- 
termaster Assistant Andrew Burgess. The 
names of the others cannot be ascertained. 

Agent Carolan, at this place, under or- 
ders from President Jenkinson, of the 
Merchants and Miners’ Company at Bal- 
timore, this morning sent the tugs Cynthia 
and McCauley to the scene of the wreck. 
The Cynthia returned late tonight and 
reported that the Lawrence is broken in 
two and that nothing could be seen or 
heard from the two missing boats. 

The passenger steamer Clifton this morn- 
ing, en route from Beaufort, was hailed 
by pilot boat No. 2, having on board the 
rescued crew of this boat. They were 
transfered to the Clifton and brought to the 
city. The men were in a pitiable condition. 

Chief Engineer Roach, Stewart Dingle and 
Second Officer Beale had their feet and legs 
frozen stiff and their hands were frost bit- 
ten. Three were taken to a hospital in 
earriages, and the report is tonight that 
each may lose one or both feet. The other 
men were frost bitten in both hands and 
feet, but not so badly as the three men 
named. No story could be got from them 
on account of their suffering. It appears, 
however, that Sailor Green was the hero 
of the terrible night. Some of the men, 
crazed with cold and pain, wished to com- 
mit suicide. 

Green Sang Funny Songs. 

Green told so many funny stories, sang 
so many cheerful songs and could see so 
many lighthouses or approaching vessels 
which did not exist that the spirits of the 
men were kept up and none jumped over- 
board to end their misery. Green and his 
sailor companions, including the crew of 
Morrisset’s boat. ‘are now being cared for 
in one of the best hotels of the city. 

Agent Carolan will leave the city early 
tomorrow morning on the tug Cambria to 
renew the search for Captain Willis and 
Mate Hooper and their boats. It is posi- 
ble that they may have escaped to one of 


the sea islands.

Our Lumber Interest. 

One of the most gratifying evidences 
of commercial improvement is found in 
ss increased demand for southern lum- 

, 

The lumber interest of the gulf and 
south Atlantic states far surpasses the 
general conception of its magnitude. For 
many years the market has been satdly 
adverse to the pine dealers, but now the 
‘mills are all again in motion, making 
lively localities which for years have 
been scenes of abandonment and deso- 
lation. 

Speaking of this feature, Mr. Robert 
R. Sizer, of the lumber house of R. Siz- 
er & Co., who has recently traveled 
through the lumber districts of the 
south, has this to say: 


Not in twenty years has yellow pine been 
in such reg@pst as it is todav. This ts due 
wholly to natural causes. Yellow nine is 
a product of the south and gulf states. and 
from there the markets of the world get 
their supply. The demand for it is unprec- 
edented for this time of the year. the ac- 
tive period ordinarily beginning in April. 
The situation is that the mills of the south 
now have orders ahead for from sixty to 
ninety days, while the entire product of 
some of them has Leen sold for the next 
four and five months. 

A fact not generally known !s that the 
lumber interest is the largest of any in the 
country, exceeding that of either minin«, 
cotton, coal or grain. It has, however. 
been slow to respond to influences which 
have had marked and immediate effect upon 
Other industries. Take, for.example, tne 
panic of 1893, when there was a general 
stoppage of all business activity. The luin- 
ber trade then held good until late in 1894 
Then orders ceased to come in; mills which 
were running up to their full capacity were 
stopped, and in the intervening period the 
depression has been such that a good many 
houses have been forced out of business, 
while others have been obliged to operate 
on a pasig where little, if any, profit has 
been realized. 

The demand for southern lumber means 
more than appears on the surface. The tv» 
pentine and resin industry, which has been 
hindered by the stagnation in the timber 
trade, has received new impetus. The pro- 
duction is large and the matin shipment to 
European ports. Consumption is running 
beyond the producing capacity. The pro 
cess of getting the turpentine and resin is 
interesting. Three years before a yellow 
pine tree is cut down, it Is tapped. ‘The 
first yield is turpentine. The next year 
resin is acquired, and just before the tree 
is cut down it is thoroughly drained of al} 
its sappy substance. Then it Is ready for 
conversion into timber. Another interest- 
ing facet is that during all the lumber de- 
pression stumpage steadily advanced in 
price, showing huw valuable good timber 
lands really are. 

Mr. Sizer, in speaking of Georgia, Ala- 
bama and Mississippi, the great yellow 
pine district, says that all through it 
can be found evidences of a changed and 
better condition of things. A spirit of 
enterprise has permeated this territory 
to a degree that amazes one familar with 
the old conditon of things. He expreéss- 
es the belief that the year 1899 will be 
a record breaker for the south in all 
lines of in‘dustry. The people have 
gone to work determined to make the 
most of their opportunities. 

Attendant upon thé revival of the jum- 
ber business comes an increase of’other 


natural resources, which must have a 


marked effect upon the condition of the 
people. 


The Appeal to Rome. 

The appeal to Rome, made by the 
Christian Brothers of the United States, 
has been given a coloring which does 
not belong to it. 

The Christian Brothers is an institu- 
tion founded by Blessed de la Salle for 
the promotion of education in France. 
As the main purpose of the society was 
the education of the poor, it was pro- 
hibited from taking up the classics or the 
Latin language. The colleges already 
in existence were sufficient for this high- 
er work, and the great aim of De la 
Salle was to confine his votarieg to the 
poor, for whom the most common rudi- 
ments were most necessary. This new 
brotherhood, filling a hitherto neglected 
field, spread rapidly into other coun- 
tries and became one of the most pow- 
erful agencies of the Roman Catholic 
church. 

In the United States the brotherhook 
was confronted with a new order of 
things. Here was found a Catholic 


| community which stood in equal need of 


college and schoo] education. Hence the 
brotherhood soon found itself drifting 
from the education of the poor in coun- 
try ‘districts to the running of colleges 
in large cities, where they had for pu- 
pils the children of the rich. Countrg 
parishes in need of brotherhood schools 
could not get the teachers, because they 
were now teaching the languages and 
the classics in the big colleges, an'd had 
no time to give to the alphabet and the 
tables in a primary school. This, of 
course, Was an outgrowth of conditions, 
and was unavoidable at the time, but 
now that there are plenty high-grade 
colleges for the teaching of languages 


sand the classics, the American broth- 


ers do not seem disposed to return to 
first principles. 

The home authority in France has 
called for a compliance with the original 
rules, and to escape this appliance is 
the real reason of the appeal to Rome. 
An adverse decision to the brothers will 
simply yean that they must hold them- 
selves. in readiness for work in schools 
for the poor, while a favorable decision 
will mean that they can continue in the 
college. work in which they are now 
engaged, as the best use which they

Mr. Walsh states that the 
exhibit in Atlanta contained not less 
than ohe hundred and twenty-five differ- 
ent models, illustrative of almost every 
mechanical principle. 

What effect the exhibit in Atlanta pro- 
Muced upon the mental temperament of 
the fair sex in the United States can 
only be conjectured in the vaguest pos- 
sible manner; but Mr. Walsh states that 
nine-tenths of the models which women 
have filed.\in the patent office at 'Wash- 
ington, D. C., since this department of 
the government was established have 
been filed within the past few years. 

Undoubtedly many of these devices 
which have come from the fair hands of 
women can be traced directly or indi- 
rectly to the impulse which such mat- 
ters re@ived from the Cotton States 
and International exposition in Atlanta. 

So while the disclosure which Mr. 
‘Walsh makes in the current number of 
The Independent demonstrates afresh 
the capabilities of women, it also bears 
testimony of the highest character to 
the practical results of that great indus- 
trial enterprise which Atlanta furnished 
to the public four years ago.

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The Wheel in Motion. 


When the machinery of -Atlanta’s 
great flouring and corn mill began to 
revolve yesterday, it marked an era 
which will be referred to hereafter. 

That Georgia can raise her own corn 
and wheat has always been known, 
but somehow, of late years, the art 
seems to have been forgotten. Our 
farmers fell into the habit of spending 
more interest per dollar for food from 
the west than they mage per bale from 
their bale of cotton. It was a melan- 
choly spectacle to see the farmer’s wag- 
on, on its homeward way, carrying a 


heavier load of western crop products * 


than it had taken to market of their 
own. 

But the parting of the ways has been 
reached—the one branch lea‘ding to re- 
form in methods and the other to bank- 
ruptey. The man who will raise what 
he needs at home will not be deeply 
concerned about either the middleman 
or the interest rate, while he must pity 
his all-cotton neighbor who is bound up, 
hand and foot, in provision and guano 


mortgages. Just take that word—mort- 
gage—and analyze it! Death-grip! 
That’s what it means literally, and 


never was translation more illustrative 
of the actual fact. 

The wheels of the old mill are turning, 
however, and once again “the dusty mill- 
er” will ‘become a familiar figure to our 
people. ‘May his goodly person ever 
increase in size, and his jocund man- 
ner become infectious to those who have 
— growing blue over the cotton prob- 
em.

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Mexico’s Splendid Progress. 

Our sister republic on the other side 
of the Rio Grande merits hearty con- 
gratulations upon the extraordinary 
progress which she has measured in 
material directions during the past 
twelve months. 

I’rom official data recently compiled 
under the direction of the government- 
al authorities of Mexico,.it appearg that 
the agricultural crop of (Mexico during 
the past twelve months aggregated in 
value the sum of $29,712,202. Some fif- 
ty different staples contributed to pro- 
duce this sum, but-for the sake of con- 
venience the agricultural crop is classi- 


fied thus: Corn, $87/232,675; wheat, 
$18,680,475; sugar, $14,208,560; cotton, 
$12,803,679; beans, $12,692,336; coffee, 
$8,282,038 and hemp, $7,394,517. Unfor- 


tunately we are not in possession of the 
figures showing in detail or in amount 
the value of the agricultural crop of the 
preceding twelve months, but we are 
warranted in making the statement that 
the record of the past twelve months in 
this department of industry surpasses 
anything of the kind which our sister 
republic of Mexico has known in recent 
years. 

‘But the commercial transactions of the 
past year in Mexico present similar re- 
sults. With exports aggregating in value 
$128,972,749 and imports $43,603,409, 
there is certainly abundant cause for 
gratification. This disclosure evinces 
the fact that while the people of Mex- 
ico have aided materially in the work 
of feeding and clothing the people of 
other countries, they have not, in turn, 
been dependent upon the people of other 
countries for the means of gupport. 
Every one must admit that the secret 
of national prosperity lies in the abil- 
ity of national communities to live at 
home; and if our sister republic of Mexi- 
co continues to exemplify the splendid 
progress which she has made during 
the past twelve months, she will certain- 
ly achieve magnificent results.

OUR POLAR WEATHER 
AND ITS SUGGESTIONS 


Is our climate changing? 

Occasionally this question is asked in a 
humorous way by some old-timer who takes 
the position that the war ruined everything 
down this way, including our weather. 

But the suggestion has a serious aspect. 

A few exceptionally cold winters in the 
course of a century, or a dozen centuries, 
would not be conclusive proof of a perma- 
nent change of climate. é 

This globe of ours is very old. According 
to the scientists, it is at Jeast 100,000 years 
old, and in that period many remarkable 
Physical revolutions have occurred. 


Of course we have had very cold spells in 
Georgia before the present one. Everyone 
of my older readers is ready right now to 
remind me of that memorable and destruc- 
tive freeze two generations ago, along in 
the thirties, shortly before the big panic. 

That was bad enough, but there were 
fewer people here to suffer in those days, 
and Atlanta escaped entirely, because there 
Was then no Atlanta—not even Marthas- 
ville or Terminus; and I doubt whether 
Hardy Ivey had built his solitary cabin on 
the site of our metropolis. 

It was a terrible visitation—that cold Fri- 
day. Fruit trees, vegetation and crops were 
ruined. Thousands of forest trees exploded 
—bursting wide open. 

The people had not recovered when the 
panic came. Then, cotton fell to 3 or 4 
cents, and many farmers lost everything. 
Their creditors pushed them to the wall, 
and sold them out, not sparing even their 
beds, pot&S and kettles and cheap tabk- 
ware. 


Some scientific men maintain that in the 
remote past this was a very cold region. 
Mr. G. L. Norrman touches upon the sub- 
ject very entertainingly in his recent pam- 
phiet, entitled ‘‘Architecture ag Illustrative 
of Religious ‘Belief.”’ 

Mr. Norrman accounts for the flood by 
suggesting that sometime during the earth’s 
existence the accumulation and congealing 
of the vapors at the poles made them the 
largest diameter of the globe, and, when 
this took place, the earth naturally found 
its equilibrium on a different axis, and 
turned about 90 degrees. 

This is a very startling suggestion, and 
there is a sufficient basis of fact for it to 
attract the attention of the thoughtful. 

The pamphlet referred to in the foregoing 
Paragraphs says that the poles were per- 
haps changed from some points near the 
present equator, taking the place of the 
former equator at points near the present 
poles. If such a change in the poles oc- 
curred, it would account for many curious 
Phenomena on this sphere. 


Such a change would of course change 
the beds of the oceans. 

What are now productive valleys may 
have been the bottom of the ocean, and 
the present bed of the ocean may have been 
tilled valleys, ages and ages ago. 

This change of the oceans would have 
caused a tremendous rush of the waters, 
destroying everything in their way. 

It would account for the phosphate beds, 
where animals of every kind—lions, tigers, 
elephants, fish and reptiles—are piled to- 
gether, as firmly as if a million Niagaras 
had rammed them into the crevices where 
they are found. 

The coal beds, also, may have had a 
similar origin, though they may be traced 
to other causes. 

Only some such catastrophe as the chang- 
ing of the poles will satisfactorily account 
for the remains of tropical plants and ani- 
mals under the ice and snow in Siberia and 
Greenland, and the existence of glaciers at 
the equator. 

Remains of tropical] animals and plants 
could hardly have been in the arctie re- 
gions, unless that part of the earth had 
been tropical at some time, and unless a 
very sudden change in the temperature had 
taken place. 

Whatever power caused the phosphate 
beds, the coal beds and the existence of 
tropical plants and animals under the ice 
and snow of the arctics was necessarily @ 
power sufficiently great to destroy nearly 
every vestige of life and civilization. 

Only on isolated mountain tops could 
life have been preserved., 


People do not like to think of such gigan- 
tic convulsions of nature, and contemplate 
the possibility of their repetition. 

Yet, the pendulum always swings back- 
ward. Its return may be delayed, but 
sooner or jater it must come. 

It is possible, therefore, that sometime 
in the future another violent shock will 
cause the present poles and the equator 
to change places; or again reoccupy their 
former localities. wo 

The human mind can hardly grasp the 
full meaning of such a change. 

Under such conditions the now frozen 
regions around the poles would be trans- 
formed into productive garden spots, while 
our south Atlantic and gulf states would be 
buried under mountains of perpetual snow 
and ice. 

Intrepid explorers would probably make 
their way to Georgia, Flortda and Cuba, end 
return to their tropical Greenlafid homes 
with big stories of the polar bears and rein- 
deers seen in this locality. 


Fortunately, there is no immediate dan- 
ger, unless a tremendous earthquake should 
unexpectedly bring about the change. 

for hundreds, and possibly thousands of 
yeais to come, this will probably remain 
the sunny south, with a delightful climate, 
and a rapidly increasing productive ca- 
pacity. 

The speculations of the scientists will not 
justify anybody in knocking off work and 
neglecting the improvement of their real 
estate. 

If Georgia ever becomes an arctic territo- 
ry again, it will probably be thousands of 
years hence. By that time our history will 
have been forgotten. New races may then 
live here. Perhaps not a vestige of our 
present civilization will then remain. 


So we need not concern ourselves about 


these matters. 

Some years ago there was a very bril- 
liant Atlantian of a scientific turn of mind 
who was greatly worried over the idea that 
an earthquake or a canal across the isth- 
mus of Panama might divert the gulf 
stream from fts course, and turn this region 
into a frozen waste, where no human beings 
could exist, but his warnings did not alarm 
Many people. 

Let us leave the great calami#ties of the 
future to those who will have to bear them. 
In the meantime we have our hands full 
taking care of ourselves and the suffefers at 
our doors during our occasiona! blizzards.

In like 
manner, the state in New South Wales has 
taken upon itself the charge of destitute 
children, with a view to removing them 
from the evil influences to which they 
would otherwise inevitably be exposed, This 
has been effected by the establishment of a 
‘state children’s relief board,’’ which, since 
it commenced operations in April, 1881, with 
twenty-four boys and thirty-five girls, has 
been productive of an incalculable amount 
of good. During the eighteen years of its 
existence, the board has dealt with no !tess 
than 9,053 children, who have been boarded 
out from the state institutions of the colo- 
ny and others partly supported by public 
contributions. The rates of payment range 
from 5 shillings to 10 shillings per week, the 
higher rates being paid for infants under 
one year, who require more than ordinary 
care. A strict supervisien is exercised by 
the officers of the board, in order to see 
that the children are not ill-treated or neg- 
lected; in addition to this there are volun- 
tary lady visitors in al] parts of the colony 
who keep a constant watch on the young- 
sters. In addition to the boarded-out chil- 
dren there were, in April, 1898, fifty-one 
girls and sixty boys, who had been adopted 
without payment, and, in the main, treated 
by their foster-parents as their own kith 
and kin. There were also eighteen boys 
and twenty giris boarded out without re- 
muneration; and 554 boys and 364 girls serv- 
ing ‘terms of apprenticeship under the con- 
trol of the board. All the girls are in do- 
mestic service, while the boys are employed 
by bakers, blacksmiths, bootmakers, butch- 
ers, carpenters, chemists, coachbuilders, 
dairymen, dealers, drapers, farmers, gar- 
deners, grooms, grocers, hairdressers, or- 
chardists, plumbers, printers, saddlers, tail- 
Ors and vigernons, etc. A large proportion 
of the yoyng children placed out as board- 
ers are under license with the wives of la- 
borers, miners, mechanics and others, and 
with widows having small incomes. Ap- 
proximately, half are located in the metrop- 
Olitan suburbs, ‘and the other half in the 
country towns and districts. In all, there 
are 2,287 homes, containing 3,46 children.

Last night Atlanta was toboggan-wild. 
The police reserve was called out to the 
corner of Peachtree and Harris streets, 
where an enormous bonfire was in full 
blast and tobogganing in full swing: To- 
boggans and sleds of every description 
were in use. The police did not interfere, 
but wefe on han@ to preverit acciderits. A 
similar scene was enacted at tHe corner 
of Georgia avenue an@ Pryor street. 

No casualties had been reported at mid- 
night. 

The youngsters were out early yes- 
terday enjoying the snow that was rapidly 
ceasing to be beautiful. Turned loose from 
the cares and the worries of school, with 
ho troubles to rest on their little minds, 
they rushed to every hill about the town. 
On the north side the majority of the chil- 
dren flocked to the Harris street hill, where 
they made things lively with their shouts 
and snow battles. On the south side the 
coasters congregated at the Rawson street 
hill between Cooper and Pryor, and during 
the morning before the snow melted things 
- were made lively in that section. 

It is a perfect mystery as to where the 
small boys get so many sleds. They must 
put them away in glass cases from one 
snow to another. And such sleds as they 
are, made of every conceivable kind of wood 
and in every possible shape. Occasionally 
some youngster who has lived in the north 
will put in an appearance with a real 
Santa Claus sled, with real steel runners, 
and painted red and yellow. Such a young- 
ster immediately becomes the hero of the 
hill. All the little girls and all the boys 
who are sledless immediately take the most 
violent jiking to the owner of the real thing, 
and he never lacks for company when he 
takes a trip down the hill. But the youth 
with the soap-box sled on gas-pipe runners, 
is a hard problem to down, and while they 
may not cut as much ice as the fellow with 
steel runners, they have just as much fun, 
even if they do have to watch his back as 
they slided own the hill. 

Children whose parents are unfortunate 
enough not to subscribe to the morning 
paper did not know that yesterday was to 
be a holiday, and went trudging off to 
school yesterday morning, only to find, to 
their delight, that they were to be free for 
a day. Tin there was a grand rush for 
sleds, and a genera] stampeding toward 
the hillsides. 

On Harris street the fun was gétting fn- 
der way by 9 o’clock, and by 10 o’clock the 
hill was alive with bright-faced girls and 
boys. Occasionaliy an older face would 
be seen mingling with the merry throng, 
and they seemed to possess the spirit of 
youth. One elderly gentleman with long 
white sidewhiskers enjoyed the sport great- 
ly as he would try one sled after the other. 
The children seemed to consider it quite a 
compliment to have the old gentleman go 
down with them, and he did not want for 
an invitation to take a trip to the bottom 
of the hill. As the day advanced, and the 
snow commenced to melt, the fun waxed 
furious as the children seemed to be ‘wild 
to get as many slides as possible before 
the snow melted. 

Of course in such a large crowd of boys 
they could not all be good boys, and there 
was a liberal sprinkling of devilish boyhood 
in the crowd. Snowballs commenced to 
fill the air, and ever now and then, as some 
little girl would catch one on the ear there 
would be a bawi of another kind. But 
children retain their good tempers longer 
than older people, and there were no cas- 
Uualties to amount to anything. While the 
fun was at its height the fire engines went 
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‘dashing out the street, but so engrossed 
with the coasting were the children that 
they scarcely turned their heads to watch 
the engihes go by. 

By 2 o’clock the snow had melted enough 
to ruin the coasting, and the yaungsters 
commenced to go home, worn out with their 
morning’s exertions.

SCENES ON THE HILLS OF ATLANTA 
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SNOW SHOVELED 
ORF THE STREETS 


Chief Lewry Orders Squads of Men To 
Clear the Crossings. 


WAGONS HAUL MUCH SNOW 


Walking Is Made Good by the Vigi- 
lance of the Department. 


WATER PLUGS ARE CLEARED OF ICE 


City Departments Recuperate After the 
Unusual Weather and Work to Put 
Streets in Normal Condition. 


——— 


As soon as Chief Lowry, of the sanitary 
department, reached his office yesterday 
morning and took a peep at the thermom- 
eter and saw the mercury rising, and looked 
at his watch and saw time flying, he or- 
dered his inspectors to get 100 men and Le- 
gin the work of clearing the street cross- 
ings of all snow. 

“Get out and avoid the slush,” he mut- 
tered, as he buttoned his great coat and 
with snowpoleonic strides went upon the 
streets to superintend the work. There were 
a large number of squads of men, each in 
charge of an inspector. The street cross- 
ings in the center of the city were first 
attacked and the men gradually forced their 
way toward the limits of the city over the 
principal streets. 

The men were provided with shovels, hoes 
and picks—the latter would not ordinarily 
have been needed in cleaning the streets, 
but in this instance they were very neces- 
Sary and did effective service. 

The squads began work at the junction 
of Marietta and Broad streets. The snow 
here, owing to the great amount of tramp- 
line that had been done upon it, had been 


) packed to the solidity of a cake of ice sev- 


eral inches in thickness and the greatest 
difficulty was experienced in breaking it un 
So that the shovellers could get a hold 
on it. 

The icey cakes were thrown into the sani- 
tary wagons and carted like any other gar- 
bage, It is not recorded whether the crema- 
tory was used to dispose of this or not, and 
if it was the ashes have not been recovered. 
A large number of the wagons-of the sani- 
tary department were used yesterday in 
distributing charity over the city, and the 
remainder of them were hauling snow. 

The squads worked their way outwardly 
along Peachtree, Marietta, Pryor, White- 
hall, Decatur and intersecting streets. 

All the crossings were cleared of the snow 
and the streets were dry at these places be- 
fore the middie of the day. As quickly as 
the snow was shoveled from the pavement 
it was piled in great heaps along the streets 
and later taken up by the men in charge of 
the wagons. The work will be continued 
today and Chief Lowry proposes to make 
walking as good as possible under the un- 
usual] conditions. 

Water Plugs Frozen. 

Many of the water plugs in the center of 
the city were examined yesterday and when 
the taps were removed from them the water 
did not run out. 

Men were sent out by the fire department 
to get them in shape and in some instances 
fires were built in the tops of the plugs to 
thaw the icy fastenings. This work was 
kept up during the day until all the plugs 
were opened and put in order ready for use. 

It is expected that nearly all the snow will 
be Off the street today and traffic can be re- 
sumed as usual.

ROADS RESUME 
THEIR SCHEDULES 


Both the Southern and the Seaboard 
Start Trains for Atlanta. 


CUTS ARE FILLED WITH DRIFTS 


In Places the Snow Was Fifteen Feet 
' Deep. 


IT HAD 10 BE DUG OUT AND HAULED OFF 


All the Roads and the Express Com- 
pany Accepted Freight Subject to 
Delay by Storm. 


Fhe railroads running out of Atlanta will 
be in very good shape today and by to- 
morrow they expect to get back to their 
normal conditions. 

Both the Seaboard and the Southern start- 
ed out trains from both ends of their 
systems yesterday. 

The Southern got its limited vestibule 
train out of Washington for the south last 
night a little late. That was the first 
train to leave Washington over the South- 
ern since Sunday night. 

The Southern sent its north bound limit- 
ed out of Atlanta yesterday, which was 
the first through train to leave for the 
north since Sunday midnight. The north 
bound limited was two hours late depart- 
ing. Last night the 1ast mail left at mid- 
night for Washington and New York. 
‘Sunday’s limited north bound was snow- 
bound at Charlottesville Monday and re- 
mained there until late yesterday. 

The limited which was due there at 3:55 
Monday afternoon did not arrive until 2 
o’clock yesterday morning. 

Passengers report the heaviest snowfall 


they ever saw in the south. All through 


middle and western Virginia and down into 
North Carolina the snow was three feet 
deep on a level, and in cuts, where it drift- 
ed, it was sometimes fifteen feet deep. 

The Seaboard had immense drifts to con- 
tend with. They had drifts from ten to 
fifteen feet deep and it was impossible for 
a locomotive to cut through them. The 
only way to get rid of the snow was to 
haul it out with carts or on cars. The 
Seaboard had a train in yesterday after- 
noon about three and a half hours late 
from Monroe. An announcement was made 
yesterday afternoon by one of the Sea- 
board’s representatives that a train would 
leave Portsmouth at 8 o’clock for Atlanta. 
That company sent out its Atlanta special 
yesterday a little after noon for Ports- 
mouth. 

The Western and Atlantic had good luck. 
It was feared that the snow would drift 
in the Cohutta mountain cuts, but the trains 
managed to get through. It was slow 
work, but by backing and butting all the 
trains got through. One thing in the West- 
ern and Atlantic’s favor was the heavy 
traffic over the line, Which kept the snow 
from piling up as deep.on the tracks as 
it otherwise would have done. 

The Georgia and the Central did not have 
much trouble yesterday... The Atlanta and 
West Point had some late trains, but this 
Was partly on account of connections. No 
trains were annulled or held at terminals 
by either the West Point, Western and At- 
lantic, Central or Georgia. 

Most of the rodds refused perishable 
freight and stock. All freight was taken 
subject to delays by storm, 

The Southern Express Contpany of course 
could not do any better than the roads. 
It accepted all shipments subject to delay 
by storm. 

Very little perishable freight has been 
offered since Saturday. On Saturday night 
the express company received some vege- 
tables from Florida and placed them in its 
warehouse. No delivery was attempted 
in the city on Monday except right in the 
heart of the city, because the weather was 
too severe for the drivers and the horses.

The visibie supply 
statement soon forced itself upon the at- 
tention of the traders, and as it gave early 
evidence of showing a considerabie increase 
it was suggestive of caution to the. buyers.

Union and Confederate Dead. 


Correspondent Leslie’s Weekly. 

At Marietta, a small town situated among 
the red hills of north Georgia, in the shad- 
ow of Kennesaw mountain, is located the 
Marietta national military cemetery, con- 
taining the graves of over 7,000 known and 
8,000 unknown union heroes, who fell in the 
battles or died in the hospitals of this sec- 
tion during the civil war. In i866 the beauti- 
fully situated tract of thirty acres of land 
which compose the site was donated to the 
government by a citizen of this town, 
and the remains of the union soldiers were 
gathered from the surrounding battlefields 
and given a respectable interment—‘‘each 
in his narrow cell forever laid.’’ Much 
money has been expended in beautifying 
and caring for the grounds, and the mas- 
sive entrance gate, built of Stone mountain 
granite, with its four twenty-foot columns, 
each cut in one piece from the solid rock, 
cost many thousands of dollars. 

The same appearance which characterizes 
Forest Hills or Greenwood emetery here 
prevails; a study in landscape gardening. 
Ivy has been trained to cover the massive 
walls which surround, and climbs high over 
the many oaks grouped near the entrance. 
There are few monuments, and an expanse 
of lawn thickly dotted by small marble 
headstones. Each stone, inscribed with the 
name or such part of it as could be obtain- 
ed, marks a grave, the unknown having 
@ small marble block bearing a number on- 
ly. There are over 200 officers buried here, 
from the rank of captain down. The ma- 
jority of the men were mainly from Ohio 
and Illinois. A few years ao, while plowing 
on the battlefield near Kennesaw mountain, 
a farmer turned up the bones of a man, 
the buttons on his coat proving him to 
have been a union soldier, and he was 
given hfs six feet of space in the cemetery, 
which for thirty years has had the con- 
stant care of the government. 

All this time, on a barren hillside near 
by, the graves of the 2,000 or 3,000 confeder- 
ate soldiers who are buried there have been 
uncared for and neglected, and the wild 
grasses and reeds have been allowed to 
grow high above them. About a year ago, 
by the efforts of the schoolchildren and 
citizens of Marietta, the brush was cut 
and a smal] marble stone, Unilettered, was 
placed at the head of each grave Here no 
monument has been erected, no graded 
lawn or fashioned walk, no wall to shut 
out the intrusion of cattle and swine—a 
wilderness spread thick with marble stones. 

During all these years the pensionless 
widows and orphans have looked upon this 
picture and then upon that across the road- 
way, and in their destitution and poverty 
have been obliged to allow nature to oblit- 
erate the resting place of their dear ones. 
The south, impoverished by the war, paying 
tribute as United States citizens to the 
government, has helped to keep green “the 
graves of their conquerors, while thé brush 
has grown high on those of their kindred 
slain.

They Will Have a Splendid Cash

Governor Allen D. Candler pulled the cord 
yesterday which started the machinery in 
the great flouring mill of the Atlanta Mill- 
ing Company. 

Nearly two hundred people were present 
to witness the starting of this great enter- 
prise, which will turn out flour, meal, grits 
and bran to the total annual value of more 
than $2,250,000. Among the visitors were 
many of Atlanta’s most prominent citizens, 
among them being: ex-Governors W. J. 
Northen and Rufus Bullock, Captain W. L. 
Peel, Colonel W. A. Hemphill, R. A. Hemp- 
hill, Dr. R. D. Spalding, Frank P. Rice, 
Hugh Inman, F. H. Richardson, Dr. Nich- 
olson, ‘Messrs. William Nixon, Clem Harris, 
Sam Wilkes, Henry S. Jackson, Robert F. 
Maddox, Jr., Louis Traunstine, Frank 
Hawkins, J. A. Same, T. J. Kelly, Thomas R. 
Browder, E. P. Rurns, T. J. Kelly, Thomas 
Northen and George W. Harrison. 

John B. Whitham, president of the com- 
pany, and W. C. Mansfield, vice president, 
received the guests as they arrived and 
ushered them into warm offices. 

Mayor J. G. Woodward was too ill to at- 
tend the opening, but he sent word that he 
was glad to know the mill was completed 
and he stated that as soon as he was able 
he would visit ft. 

After some brief speeches, Governor Can- 
dler pulled a cord which turned on the 
steam and set the wheels going. Then all 
the visitors were shown over the mill, from 
the engine room to the sixth floor. From 
the top they descended to the warerooms, 
where an elegant lunch was served by 
Henry Durand. 

Directly after Governor Candler arrived 
he was introduced by Frank Weldon, who 
In behalf of the Aflanta Milling Company 
extended a cordial welcome to al] who were 
present and expressed the sincere pleasure 
of the management at meeting the gentle- 
men. 

“The officers of the company are glad to 
meet and to know you personally.’ said 
Mr. Weldon, ‘‘and they are especially grati- 
fied to have you here to witness the inau- 
guration of an industry of which they feel 
that every Atlantian and every Georgian 
may justly be proud. It may interest you 
to know that this mill has a daily capacity 
of 1,200 barrels of flour and 600 barrels of 
meal and grits. It will grind 6,000 bushels 
of wheat and 3,000 bushels of corn every 
twenty-four hours. The company will pay 
out more than $1,250,000 a year for grain and 
the value of the annual product will reach 
almost $2,500,000. These figures give you an 
idea of the magnitude of the enterprise, but 
it has a deeper significance than appear on 
the surface. Its influence will be far- 
reaching. 

“For years we have heard the complaint 
that the south produced too little food 
stuffs; that she relied on the west as her 
granary and her packing house. But the 
fault. was not wholly the farmers. They 
were fettered by conditions from which they 
could not of and by themselves escape. If 
they raised grain they had no cash market 
for it, whereas they could always turn thetr 
cotton into money. Now the mill hag come 
to the farmers and if they go into grain 
raising they will find a cash purchaser at 
every railroad station. , | 

“With the cultivation of grain will come 
grass, and with hay will come cattle, and 
We expect to see the farms become more 
productive and the farmers more prosper- 
ous as they diversify their crops, This has 
been the history of east Tennessee since the 
introduction of the large flouring mills, and 
history. will repeat itself in Georgia. I 
venture to predict that we will see a great 
change in the methods of farming in the 
next five years in this and neighboring 
States, and in ten years it will amount to a 
revolution.” : 


The speaker said that the visitors were 


in the best equipped flour mill in the world, 
all the machinery being of the latest im- 
proved kind. Concluding Mr. Weldon said: 

“The president of this company, Mr. 
Whitman, and the vice president, Mr. 
Mansfield, who have invested their capital

Governor Candler-was then presented, and 
he said*that he felt like the man who wrote 


out his prayers, pinned them up on os bed 
and always said? before retiring: ae 
are my sentiments.” . 


ments,” said the governor. “We are all 
proud tu see such an industry started ir 
our state, and it is particularly gratifying 
to know that the gentlemen interested are 
Georgians who have returned to their na- 
tive state tc inv.st their money and their 
ability. I had a letter this morning from a 
Texan who wished to know how it was 
that Georgia was getting so many new 
mills, factories and other industries. He 
inquired if the state exempted manufactur- 
ing establishments from taxation. I replied 
to ‘him that our new industries were largely 
built by our home people out of the accum- 
ulatious which they had been able to make 
since the war. Our moneyed men were 
afraid to invest their money in farms and 
real estate for the reason that agricultural 
products continued to decline in value, and 
with that decrease real estate depreciated. 

‘The opening of a great mill like this will 
furnish a market for wheat and grain, and 
I believe that our farmers*will return to 
the cultivation of wheat on even a larger 
scale than before the war when every 
farmer had his wheat bin and his corn crib. 
A cash market for grain will result in di- 
yersified farming, and diversified farming 
will mean more prosperous farmers. I con- 
gratulate Atlanta on having secured this 
industry, and I congratulate these gentle- 
men on the location of their mill. I hope 
they will meet with great success and that 
this may be but the beginning, and that 
other large mills will come to our state.” 
Vice President Mansfield’s Welcome. 

In response to calls, Mr. Mansfield spoke 
for the management. He was very happy 
in his remarks and soon had the crowd 
laughing. He professed to inborn timidity, 
but there was no evidence of it. Mr. Mans- 
field stated that his company had built in 
Atlanta because they believed it offered 
superior advantages for a large mill. <At- 
lanta is like the mouth of a funnel into 
which the railroads from every direction 
pour their traffic. Grain can be drawn here 
from every direction. He had lived so long 
in Tennessee, he said, that he had grown 
scaly backed, but at heart he was a Geor- 
gian and he and Mr. Whitman had come 
back to cast their fortunes in their native 
state. Mr. Whitman was the orator of the 
management, he stated, and he regretted 
that the president had escaped into the 
mill. Mr. Mansfield said there was a cus- 
tom in Tennessee according to which any 
man who could not steal a pig from between 
two others which were asleep without 
waking them, had to leave the state. How- 
ever, that did not account for their leav- 
ing the state. 

The vice president expressed the pleasure 
of the management at the presence of such 
a large number of visitors, and he hoped 
that they would all come again. 


Governor Pulls the Cord. | 

At the conclusion of Mr. Mansfield’s re- 
marks, Governor Candler pulled a cord 
which released the steam and the ponder- 
ous flywheel in the engine room 300 feet 
away, began to moye slowly. The power 
was transmitted to the shafting, and in a 
few minutes aJl the wheels were hum- 
ming. 

The visitors .were greatly impressed by 
the plant. Six floors are filled with milling 
muchinery, crowded in as closely as it can 
be placed.

Portion of the Guwuileless Tenth 
Said To Have Terrorized 
the Town of Tex- 
arkana. 


A report reached the commanding officer 
of the department of the gulf yesterday, on 
Ws way to Washington, from Lieutenant 
Dixon, of the Tenth United States cavalry, 
giving in detail an account of the attack 
made by citizens of Mississippi and Texas 
upon the guileless troops of his command. 

When the Tenth cavalry was ordered 
from HuntS8ville to Texas the regiment left 
in sections and went by different routes to 
the far west. One of the sections of the 


regiment is reported to have torn up the 
quiet town of “Texarkana, Ark., and treated 
the good people of several villages on the 
way in such an unbecoming manner that 
the war department has now ordered a cap- 
tain of the Sixth United States infantry to 
investigate the conduct of the negro troops. 

The ‘section carrying troops C and D, of 

the Tenth cavalry, in command of Lieuten- 
ant Dixon, also had a rough @ip to Texas, 
but in this case the demolishing is supposed 
to have been done by the white population 
on the wayside. 
. Lieutenant Dixon reports that shortly 
after leaving Huntsville, and near the city 
of Meridian, ‘Miss., his train was fired upon 
by unknown parties. He made, according 
to his statement, an effort to locate the of- 
fenders, but was not successful. 

On Wednesday, Felruary Ist, while the 
“section was passing the town of Harlem, 
Tex., the lights in some of the cars con- 
taining the two troops of the cavalry were 
put out and the mer had gone to sleep. 
Lieutenant Dixon states that all at once 
he was startled by the cracks of several 
pistols and heard windows in'cars adjoining 
erack. He says the troopers all took refuge 
on. the floor and the bullets passed over 
them. The officers opened the door of the 
car in front of him and heard another vol- 
ley crash into the car in which the lights 
had been extinguished. 

Rushing into the car he found his men 
lying flat on the floor, and states that one 
would occasionally rise to the window and 
return the fire at the party outside. He 
rushed up a second time and demanded that 
the firing stop. 

He says that the men were under per- 
fect control and that the non-commissioned 
officers in the cars were in authority. This 
can be considered as accounting for the 
action of the men in firing back from the 
windows, 

General Pennington, in his indorsement 
of the report, advises that the outrage be 
investigated by the governors of the states 
of Texas and Mississippi and it is probable 
that some acfion will result from a request 
of the war department to that effect. 

Lieutenant Colonel] Baldwin Talks. 

Accompanying the report of the junior 
officer wes a short address from the com- 
mander of the regiment, Colonel Baldwin. 
The commanding officer asks of the war de- 
partment if this is the way colored troops 
ate to be treated when they are changing 
their station and is naturally indignant at 
the outrage. He requests that some prompt 
action be taken by the government to en- 
able troops to pass through the country 
which they are sworn to protect without 
danger from hidden assassins. 

Says Nothing About Texarkana. 

The stgange feature of the report of Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Baldwin, and the one which 
excited comment at the department of the 
gulf, was that while he was naturally indig- 
nant at the treatment of two troops of his. 
regiment, he said nothing in regard to the 


outrages reported to have been perpetrated 
by his men at Texarkana, Ark.

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CORONER HOLDS — INQUEST 


Exposure Seems To Have Been Indirect 
Cause of Death, 


NEPHEW WAS TN ROME WITH HER 


When He Awoke at 11 O’clock He 
Found Her Dead—Evidence Dis- \ 
closed the: Fact That She 
Had Been Drinking 
Heavily. 


Mrs. Louisa Helmes, fifty-two years old, 
who has been living for the past seven 
months with her two enphews, John and 
Charles Castey, in a one-room house in the 
rear of 131 Thurmond street, was found 
dead yesterday morning at 11 o’clock. When 
discovered she was lying across a bed in 


the room with her street dress on, but her 


feet bare and resting on the floor. 

The coroner was notified by Officer Banks- 
ton, and held an inquest over the body of 
the dead woman yesterday afternoon. The 
coroner's jury, after hearing the testimony 
of the woman’s: two nephews and several 
neighbors, rendered a verdict to the effect 
that Mrs, Holmes came to. her death from 
excessive drinking. This over-indulgence 
led to exposure, which undoubtedly iwas the 
immediate cause of her death. 

: d that she had been drinking 

Fisince the first of the month, when 

éceived her pension monéy.- She left 

her home on Sunday morning and had 

been away ever since until brought home 

Monday night by her little nephew, Charles, 

and ‘Mrs. Josie Blake, at whose house she 
had been. 

She was put to bed about 10 o'clock, and 
later her nephew, Charles, retired after 
building a large wood fire. Both slept in 
the same bed, and it was 11 o’clock yester- 
day morning before the boy aweke. He saw 
his aunt lying across: the bed on the other 
side of the room, and getting up, he felt of 
her and found that she was ‘coid and stiff. 

Dressing quickly, he notified Mrs, R. C, 


Newcome, who occupies the house at 131 


Thurmond street. She went into the room 
and finding the Holmes woman lying across 
the bed, put her in the other bed to await 
the arrival of the coroner. Young Castey 
then went to his brother John, who works 
at a restaurant on Marietta street, and 
the two returned to the house after notify- 
ing Officer Bankston.' Dr. L. P. Stephens 
was also notified and went to the house on 
Thurmond street. 

Dr. Stephens examined the body of Mfs. 
Holmes and found that she had been dead 
for some time. Officer Bankston returned 
to his beat and telephoned Coroner Stamps. 

At the inquest held by the coroner, Mrs. 
Josie Blake, who lives on Thurmond street, 
almost opposite the house occupied by Mrs. 
Holmes and her two nephews, said that on 
Sunday the dead woman had gone to her 
house... Mrs. Holmes was under the influ- 
ence of liquor at the time, according to the 
testimony of Mrs. Blaké, and she was put 
to bedy She remained at the house until 
Monday night, when Mrs. Blake, with the 
assistance of young Castey, helped her 
home and put her to bed. 

Mrs. Blake also said that on Monday, Mrs. 
Holmes spent $1.25 for whisky, and that 
when taken home she had a bottle of liquor 
in her pocket. a 

It is understood that the dead woman has 
two brothers living in Alabama, but as 
nothing has been heard from them in four 
years, their present whereabouts is un- 
known. The two nephews, John and 
Charles Castey, are orphans, and have 
lived with their aunt ever since their pa- 
rents died. 

Mrs. Holmes’s husband, who was a con- 
federate soldier, was killed during the 
war, and she has received a pension of 
$60 yearly. She made quilts for a living, and 
her nephew John, who is about seventeen 
years old, has assisted in paying the ex- 
penses of the house. Charles sold papers 
occasionally, and also contributed some- 
thing toward the household expenses. 

Charles, when seen yesterday, said that 
his aunt had been subject to fainting 
spells for years, and that he supposed that 
she got up in the night to build the tire, 
and in returning to the bed she was taken 
with one of the spells and fell across the 
other bed and died from exposure. He 
said that she could not have frozen to 
death, as they had plenty of wbod for the 
fire, and that the house being small, was 
easi-_y heated. 

The room occupied by Mrs. Holmes and 
her nephews is about sixteen feet square. 
An open fireplace is in one end, and two 
beds—one single and the other douwble—oc- 
cupy the other end. Mrs. Holmes and 
Charles usually slept in the double bed, 
wile John slept tr #:¢ other.

Accompanying a printed circular detail- 
ing the length the outrages committed in 
the Georgia convict camps, is a communica- 
tion from ‘one of the London officials of the 
London Association. The letter is couched in 
a friendly, concilitiary tone, such as one 
would empioy in addressing the king of 
Some South Sea Island. It is evident from 
the start that the writer would,not for a mo- 
ment provoke the vengeance of the gover- 
hor of Georgia, by making a prceemptory 
@emand for reform. 

The communication proposes to smooth 
things, over and after directing the atten- 
tion of the governor to the accompanying 
circular, it surzests mildly in the name 
of civilization that the proud state 
of Georgia, through its benevolent gover- 
nor, should make an effort to put a stop to 
current outrages.

Seating of Roberts. 
HE TELLS OF MORMONISM 
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Is Here To Prevent Mormon Mission- 
aries from Successful Work. 


SAYS MANY OF THEM WILL COME 


Says True Facts Are Veiled and Per- 
sons in This Way Led Astray. 
What He Has To Say. 


Dr. T. C. lliff, of Salt Lake City, one of 
the committee of three appointed by the 
Evangelical churches of Utah to file with 
congress a protest against the seating of 
Congressman-elect Brigham Roberts, arriv- 
ed in Atlanta yesterday. Last night he 
delivered at Trinity Methodist church to 
a splendid audience, a lecture wpon Mor- 
monism, and the remarkable activity 
that church is now displaying in the\mis- 
sionary field. His talk was an able /and 
effective arraignment of polygomy. “ 

The Mormons have 1,500 emissarfes at 
work throughout the country at the pres- 
ent time, says Dr. lliff. And it is In the 
south particularly, that they are moving 
energetically to secure converts. New 
England, however, and the middle states, 
are not being neglected, 

In the spring, he says, they propose to 
double this force, and to begin a house 
to house canvass. So unless the Christian 
churches take active steps to combat their 
propaganda, the entire country will soon 
be overrun. And, it is with the view of 
starting such an anti-crusade, that the 
has visited Atlanta, and other cities. 

These emissaries, Dr. Iliff declared last 
night, lead many good men and women 
astray by veiling the true facts of their 
doctrine, and presenting it in a really at- 
tractive light. Having, however, iived 
among them for twenty-eight years, he is 
thoroughly familiar with all the tenets and 
traditions of the sect. He says they are 
simply horrible, an@ it is his purpose to 
expose them as they are. 

Polygamy, he said, is being rapidly restor- 
ed in Utah. And this assertion he sup- 
ports with a statement, that 2,000 cases of 
it have. recently been authentically estab- 
lished and the county records ofthe state 
show that 1,000 children have ‘fecentiv 
been born of plural wives. 

As regards Brigham Roberts, Dr. Iliiff 
and his fellow committeemen wil] contest 
his claim to a seat in congress upon a 
number of grounds. Dr. lliff, however, 
disclaims that there is any religious bigotry 
behind this movement of the Evangelical 
churches of Utah. It is purely a question 
of morality, and he thinks they have the 
support of the country. 

In the forma! protest that 48 t6 be laid 
before congress, and which has already 
been formulated, it will be alleged as a 
reason why Roberts shoul@ not be seated, 
that first, he is violating the laws of the 
state, secondly, that he geeks to justify 
this violation by declaring that he has for 
so doing, the sanction of a law higher 
than the statutes framed by man, and third, 
that the laws which he is violating, are 
che laws against polygamy. 

Personal allegations are 
him, in which it 1s affirmed 

has been indicted for un- 
cohabitation , and that from 
1887 to 1889 he was a fugitive from 
justice. In 1889 he returned to Utah, was 
arraigned upon the charge, pleaded guilty, 
and was sentenced to pay a fine of $200, 
and serve four months in the penitentiary, 
which he did. Dr. lliff says that 
the years Roberts was a fugitive 
from justice, he lived in Chatta 
nooga, and was in charge of the Mormon 
missionary headquarters there, and that 
his work in propagating the doctrines of 
his church, is one of the personal allega- 
tions made against him.

‘CASES FOR SUPERIOR AND’ CITY. COURTS 


Bills in Equity; Appeals and Suits for.

Yesterday was return day for both the 
superior and the:city courts.

It is alleged by the plaintiff that the de- 
fendants have to a very great extent mis- 
used the alley in that they have encroach- 
ed upon it.
